Iimug'uriite New System 


The Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul 


Bailway company has inaugurated a 
new system of numbering its engines. 
They are now divided into classes light 
weights; mediums, heavy weights and 
moguls. The larger the engine the 
lower the number and vice versa. The 
moguls are in the 100' lot -and so on, 
while the switch engines arid light draft 
passenger locomotives are all above the 
1.000 mark. The ' advantages of this 
classification are several. .The working 
capacity of the machine is known at 
once by the official as soon as he knows 
where it stands,on the list. As the road 
has to pay taxes., on these engines, it 
also enables the company to give a true 
and just estimate of tho value of the 
same, according to their size, age and 
pulling capacity. Locomotives seem to 
be like trees, they die at the top first. 
for those that are likely to be thrown 
into the scrap pile'soonest are given the 
highest numbers. This accounts for 
the renumbering of the small engines 
that have been hauling the trains on the 
Madisoc and Eockford and Mineral 
Point'rucs which have been put into 
the 1,200 and 1,300 class.

CAL DIVINES. 


Rev."Wilson's Theme Was 
"Natural 


Hindrance to Religious Reconstruc 
tion"—Rev. 
Kempton's Morning 


Subject Was "Immanuel, God With 
Us." 


At All Souls church yesterday^ Kev 


A. G. Wilson preached on the "Natural 
Hindrances to- Religious Ke-construc- 
tiph" and explained how many people of 
education and intelligence 
are 
still 


pledged to the traditional forms of reli- 
gion. 


An intelligent literal man is very 


likely to be sure of his. position. 
He 


has come to his ideas by processes that 
are logical and national, and this has 
made him wonder why all people do. not 
see it as he does. But there are a great 
many reasons why they do not. 
The 


time will never, come when complete 
harmony will prevail among men in re- 
ligious matters. There, are too many 
unknown factors. 


If all men were equally candid and 


equally free to accept truth and equally 
strong to grasp principles, they, would 
inevitably come to the same conclusions 
if given the same set of facts and the 
same point of view. 
But 
this will 


never .occur. They differ in their mental 
Rrasp, in their prejudices and in their 
willingness to be led by truth. 


People inherit their religious ideas. 


The strongest religious teachers today 
are dead men whose ideas were be- 
queathed to the world. Heredity is 
holding.thought to the. old channels. 
'Ideas, true or false, once planted in the 
heart are not easily supplanted. 
There 


is no tendency that stays so long in a 
man's blood as the religion of his an- 
cestry. The songs that are sung by a 
woman as she rocks the 'cradle awaken 
echoes that do not 'die. Man is not free 
in any department of his 'nature.? He 
thinks the thoughts .as well as feels the 
pains that are transmitted from genera- 
tions long passed away. And -we are 
carrying dead, men's thoughts as well as 
our own. 


Theologians are made before they are 


born, and they continue to speak to us 
after they are. departed. Therefore, I 
say, with such a variety of influences 
playing upon a man, the reconstruction 
of religious ideas will go on, but it will 
be by slow processes. I do not expect a 
revolution. 
There will not be any sud- 


den and marked changes in the theolog

Victoria, B. C., May 22.—The great 


fire, so long threatened, has 
over- 


whelmed Dawson City, and. nothing is 
left of the center of the Klondike me- 
tropolis save.a heap of ashes. 


One hundred, and eleven buddings', 


large and small, were consumed. 


Fortunately for the inhabitants the 


big warehouses of the Alaska Commer- 
cial company and the North American 
Trading -and Transportation company 
escaped untouched with all their con- 
tents. 


Strangely enough, 
the 
fire 
was 


caused as had been its predecessor that 
all but obliterated the town, through 
the upsetting of a lamp. 


The loss is 'estimated at 
between 


$1,000,000 and ?2,000,000.v There 
was 


no fatality. 


The fire commenced in the heart o£ 


the business 'section at 3 a. m., the 
point of the starting being a cabin 
close to the opera house and just a'bove 
the water-front strip. An abortive at- 
tempt was made to 
extinguish the 


;blaze before an alarm was sounded, 
and in this way delay was caused that 
gave the fire headway. A strong north 
wind was blowing, and the fire, travel- 
ing in sheets and clouds rather than 
in flames, soon swept up buildings in 
its way along the inain thoroughfare, 
. the burned area taking in all 
the 


water-front buildings abreast 
of the 


same blocks. 


Within half an hour from the time 


it started the fire had crossed the street 
twice, burned through and spread to 
Second street, every important build- 
ing in what was broadly known as the 
business section 'being consumed. 


The firemen in their first half hour's 


work accepted the inevitable—aban- 
doning the effort to stay the flames, 
and devoting themselves to the sal- 
vation of property in buildings some- 
what removed from the sweep' of the 
fire. 


Not a single building was left as a 


landmark, from Timmins' Royal cafe 
down to and opposite the Fairview 


. tel. In this district were all the struc- 


tures erected in 1897 and 1898; indeed, 
not a pioneer building is left to the 
town. 


"When the-obliteration of the city ap- 


peared certain the citizens became 
panic-stricken, and even when they 
could ^ave been of service, rushed to- 
tvard the hills back of the town. 


Of course there was no insurance on 


any property and . the stocks of the 
commercial companies will be severely 
taxed in meeting the demand for ne- 
cessities, all private stores of food and 
clothing having been destroyed within 
the radius of the fire. 


.Manager Godfrey of 
the Bank of 


British North America estimates the 
Dawson 
loss at 
$1,000,000, and his 


bank's loss at $500,000. Other estimates 
place the loss considerably higher. 
- It will be impossible for any preten- 
tious effort.at rebuilding to be made 
\mtil navigation -opens, for at present 
there are not 3,000 feet of rough lum- 
ber in the entire district. Materials of 
all sorts are equally scarce. 


Provisions have not been advanced 


in price, nor clothing, the co'mpanies 
being determined, apparently, to do all 
in their power to relieve the general 
distress.
